Communique 


Washington, Aug. 25 (AP)— 


The Navy today issued the fol- 
lowing: communique, based on 
reports received up to 11 a. m., 
Eastern War Time, August 25: 


"Soutfa. Pacific. 
"L t?. S. Naval and Air Forces 


are engaged, in a. large-scale 
battle at sea in an attempt to 
repel a, strong- Japanese striking 
force which has approached tne 
southeastern, group of the Solo- 
mon islands from the northeast- 
ward. 


"2. It was expected that our 


occupation of the important 
enemy base at Tulagi would be 
countered by a violent attempt, 
on the part of the enemy to 
recapture their shore bases in , 
this area. This counterattack 
has developed and is now being 
met. 


"3. Preliminary reports indi- 


cate that the enemy striking 
force has been, attacked by ~C. S. 
Army 'flying- fortresses* and that 
our carrier-based Naval aircraft 
are in action. 


"4. Army bombers attacked a 


large Japanese carrier and re- 
ported four nits. U- S. carrier 
aircraft attacked and severely 
damaged the smaller Japanese 
carrier Kynzyo. Several enemy 
cruisers and a battleship also 
have been hit by our carrier 
planes. 


"5. During the afternoon of 


August 23 {Washington date) a 
strong- enemy air attack on 
Guadalcanal island "was inter- 
cepted by our fighters and at 
least 21 enemy aircraft -were shot 
down. Our losses in this action 
were minor. 


"6. During- the nigfci of Ans-nst 


23-24 (Washington dale) enemy 
destroyers shelled our shore 
positions on Guadalcanal. 


"7. On August 2-1 (Washington 


date'; U. S. aircrfat hit and dam- 
aged an enemy transport and a 
cruiser nortb. of Guadalcanal and 
left both bttminsf fiercely. 


"S. The action continues." 


As the Navy related the develop- 


ing battle action it said that pre- 
liminary reports "indicate that the 
enemy striking force has been at- 
tacked by TTnited States Army Fly- 
ing Fortresses and that our carrier-- 
based naval aircraft are in action." 


4 Hits on Carrier 


A large Japanese carrier, the 


name of which was not given, was 
attacked by Army bombers which, 
reported scoring four hits. 


Navy carrier-based aircraft were 


credited with having ''severely dam- 
aged" a smaller Jap carrier, the 
Ryuzyo, a 7.100-ton vessel com- 
pleted in 1933, which carried about 
24 aircraft. 


In' addition to this damage, the 
| Navy said that "several enemy 
cruisers and a battleship also have 
been hit by our carrier planes." 


The Navy referred to "our occu- 


pation of the important enemy base 
at Tulagi," suggesting that Tulagi 
harbor itself may have been com- 
pletely captured by American xorces.

U.S. Navy 
Communique 


Washington, Aug. 25 (AP) — 
The Navy today issued the fol­ 
lowing communique, based on 
reports received up to ll a. rn.. 
Eastern War Time, August 25: 
“South Pacific. 
“I. U. S. Naval aud Air Forces 
are engaged in a large-scale 
battle at sea in an attempt to 
repel a strong Japanese striking 
force which has approached the 
southeastern group of the Solo­ 
mon islands from the northeast­ 
ward. 
"2. It was expected tliat our 
occupation 
of 
the 
important 
enemy base at Tulagi would be 
countered by a violent attempt 
on the part of the enemy to 
recapture their shore bases in 
this area. 
This counterattack 
has developed and is now being 
met. 
"3. Preliminary reports indi­ 
cate that the enemy striking 
force has been attacked by U. S. 
Army ‘Hying fortresses’ and that 
our carrier-based Naval aircraft 
are in action. 
"4. Army bombers attacked a 
large Japanese carrier and re­ 
torted four hits. 
U. S. carrier 
aircraft attacked and severely 
damaged the smaller Japanese* 
carrier Rvuiyo. 
Several enemy 
cruisers and a battleship also 
have been hit by our carrier 
planes. 
“5. During the afternoon of 
August 23 (Washington date) a 
strong enemy air attack on 
Guadalcanal island was inter­ 
cepted by our fighters and at 
least 21 enemy aircraft were shot 
down.

There was no indication in the 
Navy communique as to where the 
Japanese force came from in its 
approach to the Solomons battle 
area in the south Pacific. 
Wide Maneuver 
There was some speculation, how­ 
ever, that it misht have been con­ 
centrated at Truk island in the 
Caroline group which lies northwest 
of the Solomons and from there 
had approached the Solomons in a 
wide sweeping maneuver character­ 
istic of naval actions. 
Truk is one of Japan’s greatest 
naval bases and is only about 1,000 
miles from the Solomons. 
However, the Japanese have other 
large bases in their mandated islands 
and might have concentrated tile 
Solomons attack force at any one 
or more of them.

But the bloody dram a of Stalin­ 
grad stands out starkly and needs 
no great interpretation. 
With this 
picture in our minds I should like 
to revert to a subject I raised in 
this column more than a week ago 
—the fact th at we haven't yet got 
the 'feel” of this conflagration on 
which our survival as a nation de­ 
pends. 
I advocated tliat we be 
given more detailed 
accounts of 
our own fighting men in action to 
bring us closer to realities and build 
morale. 
Of course, we haven’t got Into ac­ 
tion on a big scale yet. but taking it 
by and large we have a lot of men 
in battle in various parts of the 
world. 
W hat we folk back home 
need is to be moved right Into the 
middle of the conflicts with them — 
fight along side them, bleed with 
them, and die with them. 
Need More Spirit 
But, says someone, th a t would be 
torture for the 
American 
public. 
Maybe, but it’s what we need. 
Ifs 
what would bring realization of our 
dangers, of the sacrifices our boys 
are making, of the other sacrifices 
needed from us, and it Is a grand 
breeder of the fighting spirit. 
Example: tile other night a Jap 
force landed on one of the Solo­ 
mons and tried to overcome our 
Marines. 
A communique told us 
th a t ’’during the night only hand- 
to-hand fighting was possible,” but 
with the daybreak the Marines were 
able to maneuver, and ’’of the 700 
Japanese, 670 are dead, the rest 
prisoners. 
Marine losses were 28 
kdled and 72 wounded.” 
Urges Battle Facts 
T h a ts all we know about this 
historic 
action. 
Presumably 
the 
authorities h av en t more facts to 
give us yet, but ray point is th at 
this is the type of story which m ight 
be pressed for and given to the 
public in full detail while ifs hot 
Sure. I know all about censorships— 
worked under ’em in war and revo­ 
lution in many countries — but the 
fact remains that such actions can 
repented graphically and fully 
enough without disclosing anything 
which would assist the enemy. 
Then there’s another aspect to 
his situation. Quite apart from the 
value of such publication as a m or­ 
ale builder, the public is entitled to 
all the information which possibly 
can be provided 
They tell us th at 
tins vs a peoples war—and that s 
risrtrt, 
I'm reminded of the disaster to 
the Army dirigible ZR2 which ex­ 
ploded over Hull, England, on Au­ 
gust 24, 1921, with the loss of 17 
American and 24 British lives. The 
ship had been purchased by the 
United States from Britain and was 
on its final flight before crossing 
the Atlantic.

Philadelphia. Aug. 25 (AP)—-No­ 
tice was served on Pennsylvania re­ 
tailers today that a “crackdown" 
against evaders of government price 
control regulations will get under­ 
way early next month. 
“Up to now the OPA has been 
pursuing a program of education 
in price controls. 
But the begin­ 
ning of September will mark also 
the beginning of our enforcement 
program." said James F. Bogardus, 
state price officer of the Office of 
Price Administration. 
He told a special meeting of 2,500 
retail grocers and meat dealers last 
night that enforcement could take 
arpy of three forms—suspension of 
licenses; criminal prosecution; or 
civil prosecution. 
The OPA provides $5,000 fine or 
up to one year in Jail, or both, for 
violations. Bogardus pointed out.

dealers for triple damages or for 
$50. whichever slim is greater, plus 
costs, he added. 
Bogardus emphasized

campaign against dealers charging 
more than celling prices or violating 
other OPA provisions Is necessary’ 
to protect the buying public and 
dealers who obey the law. 
Regarding the meat situation, he 
said: 
Those of you meat dealers who 
are obeying your ceiling prices in 
meat are taking a licking.
